Canada would probably be 
the first to be visited, owing to its 
comparative nearness, it was snid.

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FIRST YEAR OF ARMAMENTS 


LONDON—Great Britain has ended 
the first year of a £1,500,000,000 five- 
year rearmament program and plans 
a heavy increase in defence expendi- 
tures in the second year. 

During 1928 60 warships now build- 
ing will join the navy, compared with 
32 additions in 1937, 

New ships will be one aircraft car- 
rier, four cruisers, 32 destroyers, sev- 
en submarines and 16 minesweepers 
and other craft. 

The 1937 additions included six 
cruisers, nine destroyers, three sub- 
marines and 14 minesweepers and 
small craft. 

Three battleships are scheduled to 
be laid down during 1938. Five were 
started in 1937. 

A further boosting of the Royal 
Air Foree’s first line airnlane strength 
pushed from 589 to 1542 aircraft in 
two vears, wos nromised for 1938. 
First line airplanes in the navv’'s air 
arm make the present total 2,031 ma- 
chines,

“We are fortunate indeed in Canada 
in having a splendid Dominion Gov- 
ernmental system for the control of 
grades and standards of our seed and 
commercial grains.” 

This is what I told myself on my 
return from a recent visit to several 
narts of the United States, Each State 
there I found controls its own seed 
standards, which vary greatly. There 
is no federal control over seed, and 
there is no licensing of varieties, so 
there is some confusion. 

The United States’ Federal control 
over commercial grain grades is noth- 
ing like as exacting as is the Domin- 
jon control in Canada, the consequence 
of it all being that World buvers 
have not the same confidence in Unit- 
ed States’ grains as they have in the 
Canadian stocks. 

The reason for the World’s confi- 
dence in Canadian grain and _ seed 
rests primarily in the high standards 
required hy the Canada Grain Act and 
the Canada Seeds Act. 

These Acts are administered, re- 
snectively, by the highly competent 
officers and officials of the Board of 
Grain Commissioners and the Domin- 
jon Seed Branch, Because these offi- 
cials of the Board of Grain Commis- 
stoners and of the Dominion Seed 
Rronch are strictly impartial and not 
subjected to political pressure, they 
have the confidence of the producers, 
merchants and consumers alike, 

T found in the United States that 
our Canadian system drew warm tri- 
butes from all American agricultur- 
ists. 
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ICE STORAGE ON THE FARM 


Where ice is readily available no 
farm or ranch should be without it 
during the summer months. Stock- 
watering dams, sloughs or streams 
are the source from which ice may be 
obtained at the above Station. The ice 
is usually harvested in January when 
it is twenty to twentv-four inches in 
depth. Tf it is much thicker than this 
it will be too difficult to handle with 
ordinary tools. A set of ice tongs, an 
ice saw and a sleigh with a few planks 
for a box or platform are all the 
equipment necessary. Often two or 
three farmers can share in the initial 
cost of the saw and tongs and like- 
wise help one another put up ice. 

An old abandoned shack or a small 


shed built of rough lumber is quite! 


sufficient in which to store ice. The 


shack should be placed over a cellar) 


which is eight feet deep and eighteen 
inches smaller each way than the 


length and width of the building. If! 


the walls are likely to cave they 
should be boarded up or cemented, 
otherwise this will not be necessary. 

Sawdust makes the best 


available clean slough hay or fine 
straw will do very well. Before put- 
ting any ice in the pit a foot of pack- 
ing should be spread over the bottom. 
If the soil is heavy, impervious to wa- 
ter, a layer of gravel in the bottom 
will assist drainage. The ice should 
be cut in blocks of uniform size and 
packed together as closely as possible. 
A space of one foot to eighteen in- 
ches should be left between the walls 
and the ice in which straw or hay 
can he firmly packed, It is advisable 
to build the ice up to three feet of the 
top of the shack and cover it over with 
two feet of hay. 

Tt is important that adequate vent- 
ilntion be provided under the eaves of 
the shack, This can usually be done 
by leaving the spaces between the 2x4 
rafters open or by placing louvre op- 
enings in the gable ends. 

A shack 10x12 feet with a pit under 
it will store enough ice to provide 100 
pounds per day for 130 days in sum- 
mer after allowing for a reasonable 
amount of wastage.

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WHEAT SUPPLIES IN CANADA 


Only 59.210.581 bushels of wheat 
comprised the Canadian visible stocks 
as on February 7th, of which close to 
15 million bushels were Durum wheat. 
A year ago on the same date visible 
supplies totalled 97 1-2 million bush- 
els. 

The supplies in farmers’ hands 
should be added to the visible in order 
to get a true picture of the total. 
These farm stocks must be very low 
as deliveries have now been comnara- 
tively heavy due to the substantial 
premiums prevailing for cash whent. 
With allowance made for the 23 mil- 
lion odd bushels of wheat required for 
seed for the 1938 crop it can he read- 
ily realized that the quantity still 
available for delivery must not he 
more than a few million bushels. 

Of the total visible stocks close to 
25 million bushels are in western 
country elevators and mill and termi- 
na elevators.

Thomas Inskip a little while ago—| 
there are some of the concrete proofs’ 
that the British Government is not 
only alert to the critical nature of

short time. These new reconstructed | 
battleships and cruisers are much!

ful than those still in commission but 
not yet outmoded. 

Now comes news from London | 
that within one year Britain counts 
upon possessing a fleet of ten thou- 
sand military airplanes—which would 
give her an air force more than equal 
to those of Germany, Italy and 
Japan, on the basis of the latest | 
available estimates. Already Bri-| 
tain has 1,560 first-line airplanes, 
which is only 190 short of the num- 
ber she should have to-day under the 
rearmament programme. Work is! 
being speeded up weekly. But behind 
this first line she has a force the) 
real strength of which has never 
been made public. Now this strength, 
it is said, will be six reserve planes 
for each first-line plane within a 
year; and as these reserves are just 
the same planes as the first line, 
that would give Britain a total air 
force of 12,250 planes within the 
twelvemonth. 

Consider these facts in addition to 
the recent army commands shake-up, 
the complete mechanization of the 
army, and the plans for improving 
enlistment in all three forces 
which are having distinctly encour- 
aging results——and it is not difficult 
to perceive that Britain is thoroughly 
aroused and is moving with all pos- 
sible speed to be in an assured posi- 
tion to meet any attacks that may 
be made.—Montreal Star.

Artificial Emeralds 


Chemical Firm In Germany Pro 
duces Very Good Imitation 

An artificial emerald, made from 
a secret, hot solution in imitation of 
the way these jewels are believed to 
form deep in the earth, was placed 
on exhibition in New York by the 
American Museum of Natural His- 
tory. 

The stone is about 25 carats—the 
size of a large quinine capsule. It 
is the first artificial emerald to be 
shown in this country, and was made 
by the I. C. Farbenindustrie, Ger- 
many's greatest chemical firm. 

Its story, as told by Dr. Frederick 
Pough, assistant curator of mineral- 
ogy, who brought it to New York, in- 
divates the end of a hunt for the 
secret of emeralds which started in 
1848. 

The German company, he said, has 
been working on the puzzle for years,
